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Parents create 
erassroots 


task force

EAST JORDAN - Scott Kelly, director of Charlevoix’s 
BASES Program, was invited last week to join a grassroots coa- 
lition of parents in an East Jordan living room. He had been told 
to expect half a dozen parents and concerned citizens to be in 
attendance, but when he arrived, there was standing room only, 
as 20 people packed into the house. 

East Jordan is not the only small northern Michigan town 
with a drug problem, and not all of the recent local deaths have 
been drug-related. But the people in that living room agreed on 
these things: a pattern of poor decision-making has emerged, 
and the numbers are unacceptable. In the last two and a half 
months, four young men have lost their lives - bearing evidence 
that drugs, alcohol, and suicidal depression are plaguing the 
community’s youth. 

The parents who initiated the meeting knew that individually, 
they did not know how to help, but believed that together they 
bring energy, ideas, and a passion for children and their com- 


munity. They invited Clergy, law enforcement, Counselors and 
even a couple of young people to provide direction and insight. 

While grief is a catalyst for action, a movement based on 
emotion cannot be sustained, Kelly explained to the group. It 
would take commitment and time to create a healthier environ- 
ment for East Jordan’s teens. 

The task force initiators set a couple of ground rules: this was 
not to be a fingerpointing exercise, nor does it seek to find some- 
one or something to blame. Its purpose is to improve conditions 
for teenagers in any way it can, whether by mentoring programs, 
planned activities, or through educating adults to the problems 
teens (and pre-teens) are facing. It will work with the schools, 
the city, the ministerial association, and with any other citizens 
who wish to be involved. 

The group intends to remain informal, and-woutd like to maiu- 
tain autonomy in order to also preserve a freedom from polst)- 
cal pressures (ie: faith-based solutions won't be precluded, al- 
though the diversity of the group includes many different ideas 
and ideologies). Its initial goal is to get as many people involved 
as it can, in the hopes of being an effective voice for change in 
East Jordan. 

The group is meeting again on Thursday, Jan. 19, with Kelly 
as a keynote speaker, at the Lake Street Center (formerly the 
Dura building) across from McDonald’s in East Jordan. The 
meeting will begin at 6 p.m., and is slated to run no more than 
two hours. Kelly will present a power point on community ini-

The tax credits are the result of the Energy Policy Act 
of 2005. In addition to these tax credits for home energy 
efficiency improvements, this law also provides tax cred- 
its for automobiles, businesses; biodiesel and alternative 
fuels, and commercial buildings. 

Customers will be able to itemize purchases on their 
federal income tax form, beginning in tax year 2006.

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Smeltania: Frozen in time,

Editor’s Note: Smeltania was a “village” of ice fishing 
shanties that first appeared on the Lake Charlevoix ice 
during the winters of the Depression, when resourceful 
Boyne City residents found creative - and entertaining - 
Ways to provide for their families. The happy tradition 
continued for some years. 

If you got hungry in 1940 while fishing, all you had to 
do was walk over to Bill and Bill Erber’s restaurant called 
the Smeltania Trading Post. It was located over 50 feet of 
water. The Erbers cooked a lot of their food at their res- 
taurant on the southwest comer of Lake and Water Streets 
and delivered it to their fish shanty restaurant. You could 
trade your fresh smelt for sandwiches, fried smelt and 
coffee. They usually served coffee to 50 people every 
night. 

“They ran the restaurant for a couple of years,” accord- 
ing to Bill Underhill, “until one day the manager and cash 
register disappeared. They used a set of hooks to find the 
cash register at the bottom of the lake. I don’t know if 
they ever found the manager.” 

Most of the smelters stayed until they caught their 100 
smelt before heading home. However, one could get lost 
in a blizzard on one’s way home. One time Bill Smith got 
lost. 

“IT was coming back from the city one night and I got 
completely lost,” he said. “I wound up miles out of my 
way. I decided we’d have a proper street leading from 
Smeltania to Boyne City. So I got a bunch of Christmas 
trees and planted them in the ice at intervals of about 10 
feet.” Street signs were erected and now fishermen could 
make their way safely home along Smith Boulevard. That 
is how the local tradition of having a broad highway out- 
lined with Christmas trees got started. 

Near the entrance of Smith Boulevard was the good 
ship the USS Smeltania. During the late 1930s, Heinie 
Erber and Bruce Green shoveled enough snow to sculpt 


her. The ship was about 30 feet long and 10 feet wide, _ Around 1943 the smelt dipping and fishing practically 


The stacks were made of grease barrels and there were 
plenty of tire life preservers placed along the rails. The 
Smeltania was docked at Olson’s Gas Station, located on 
the northeast corner of Water and Lake Streets, with the 
stern pointed to the northwest. 

Rather than walk, some people hired a taxi to ferry them 
out to Smeltania for 15 cents a ride. Most tourists hired a 
taxi, and they didn't usually come to Boyne City until 
Wallace Earl, the voice of Smeltania, broadcast on his 
short-wave radio that the ice was firm and the smelt werc 
biting. 

Naturally, some people drove their cars or trucks ‘out 
on the ice. One night Harry Parker, the founder of Parker 
Motor Freight, was fishing with his buddies. They ran 
out of liquids, so Harry and a friend made a beer run to 

‘Boyne City. Well, his vehicle started to break through the 
ice. They immediately thrust the doors open and each door 
hung on the edge of the ice. The truck swung back and 
forth like a teeter-totter as they made their escape. Sec- 
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onds later, the truck disappeared in 30 feet of water. To 
the dismay of the fishermen, Parker’s car kept going in 
circles, tangling all their lines. Parker threatened to sue 
the mayor of Smeltania for 100,000 smelt because his car 
fell through the ice on Smith Boulevard. 

When asked if he were responsible, Smith said, “Ab- 
solutely not. Parker’s car was 100 yards off the Boule- 
vard, and besides he drove right through a detour sign.” 

Probably the only pérson who could solve this prob- 
lem was Bill Underhill, who was chief of police at the 
time. 

A number of local people rented shanties, including Bill 
Underhill. At one time, he had 27 shanties to rent. He 
said that he got a dollar a line for renting a shanty. 

“One of my funniest experiences was with Harold of 
Harolds in Las Vegas,” Underhill said. “He called me and 
wanted to rent a shanty for a week. When they arrived, 
his wife had a fur coat on that I bet was worth $20,000, 
and he was all rigged up in an Eskimo outfit. When we 
got out on the ice, we couldn’t put all his food and liquor 
in their shanty, so he rented another one. They had a ball. 
They just came and stayed a week.” 

In the early 1940s, Underhill shipped an average of 
2,200 smelt a day. He sold them for two cents apiece. He 
said the smelt went all over the country. He usually 
couldn’t get enough to fill his orders. 

Smeltania was fun for a lot of people. Bill Smith was a 
colorful figure in Boyne’s historical past. One might ca- 
sually say that his job was to check the depth of the ice 
and oversee the moving of shanties, make sure everyone 
was okay including those fishing without a shanty, in- 
spect the telephone lines, keep the phones in working or- 
der, and supervise the preparations for establishing a new 
city on the ice every year. 

Every year, Mayor Smith had to run for re-election ina 
fun-loving rivalry against Bill Schaller. Naturally, Guy 
Backer, owner of the “Boyne Citizen,” used every chance 
he got to cast a barb at “Wild Bill” Schaller. After adding 
up the votes, Smith always emerged victorious.

died out. There was a resurgence of smelt for a few years 
in the 1950s, and then they disappeared completely from 
the Boyne City area. We know that there was a severe 
shortage of minnows in Lake Charlevoix, and literally 
miles of dead smelt littered the beaches of northern Michi- 
gan. Bill Underhill said that “we sent samples (of smelt) 
to biologists at Purdue University, University of Michi- 
gan, Michigan State University, and another college in 
Ohio. 

“We received four different answers, but they were all 
alike in one respect: that a fish with an injured gill cannot 
live.” Underhill said. “In the samples we picked up and 
sent, the gills had alt turned white. Normal gills on a smelt 
are bright red. The smelt we sent were emaciated, very 
thin and had nothing in their stomachs. Whether they had 
a virus that affected the gills or starved. I don’t know.” 

In 1981, the smelt were again being caught in Lake 
Charlevoix. Smeltania was revived, and Bill Underhill 
was elected mayor. We know that Bill had lots of experi- 
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ence as a fisherman, a businessman renting fish shanties, 
and as a cook. Under Mayor Smith’s regime, he was the 
chief of police for Smeltania. Under Bill’s management, 
Smeltania became a city on ice again for several years. 

In 1983, the Winterfest was scheduled, but there was 
still no ice until Bill supposedly did his famous naked ice 
dance. Did he really do it? Well. I guess only the late Bill 
Underhill knows. His exploits were reported around the 
world. 

Bill said, “I tatked live on radio programs from Roch- 
ester, New York; Peoria, Ifl.; San Diego and Los Angeles. 
I talked live on National Broadcasting Company, Mutual 
Broadcasting System and the Canadian Broadcasting Sys- 
tem. I have received many phone calls and everyone asked 
if I really did do it. You better believe I did it. Anyway, 
we received a million dollars’ worth of publicity with this 
crazy thing.” 


Boyne did have ice, everyone had a good time. 

Soon the smelt disappeared, but the memories linger 
on about the good times and community spirit the people 
of Boyne experienced during the difficult years of the De- 
pression and World War II. 

The Author dedicates this article to the late Bill 
Underhill. Bill, wherever you are, thanks for spending so 
much time informing me about Smeltania and thanks for 
your contribution to the history of Boyne City.

1 watched a group of miners - the crew that got out 
after the explosion, just far enough behind to live to see 
another day, racing back to the surface of the earth - who 
were asked if they would go back down. 

To a mian, they said yes, seeming surprised at the ques- 
tion. 

“We are like soldiers,” one man said. “This is what we 
do.” 

1 am struck that mining towns are like a throwback to 
olden days. Women (these are surely a diverse group, and 
Tam generalizing) who wait and worry. Men who do hard 
and dangerous work. Church is the haven, the refuge. That 
early, spontaneous chorus of “How Great Thou Art,” ris- 
ing from a thankful crowd tells its own tale. 

While there is something good and pure-seeming about 
the church, and the waiting, praying crowd, it is not an 
olden day I want to return to, There is a fatalism about a 
job like mining - always, everyone knows what could hap- 
pen. They enter the earth every day, every day being buried 
and hopefully resurrected by the clock. The men are trained 
to deal with danger - arduously, comprehensively trained. 
The miners who died there knew what to do if oxygen was 
short, and their route of escape was cut off - and they did it. 
Still they died. 

' My heart goes out to them, and then their children and 
their wives, their mothers and fathers and siblings and 
friends. To all those:that stood hopelessly at the church, 
waiting, hoping against hope. All those who face the 
minés tomorrow and tomorrow, knowing what could hap- 
pen, .... pee ee 

I am mindful as my Michigan lungs fill up with oxy- 
gen, and I breath deeply, gather my family around me, 
and am grateful for cold and snow and air, and the steady

Harold Versal Ferris 


The Veteran of the Month for January is Harold Versal 
Ferris. Born on Aug. 15, 1915, in Cold Springs Town- 
ship, Kalkaska County, Ferris left school after complet- 
ing the eighth grade in the Mancelona School system. 

He went to work as a cook’s helper in the Civilian 
Conservation Corps in the upper peninsula and later 
worked as a cook in the area lumber camps until in- 
ducted into the Army on March 9, 1943. Following a 
three-month field artillery basic training, Ferris was 
assigned to kitchen duty as a cook in service battery of 
the 903rd Field Artillery where he supervised and con- 
trolled activities of mess personnel in garrison and field 
installations, prepared menus from a master menu, su- 
pervised the preparation of food in accordance with 
established sanitary and dietetic principles, made au- 
thorized requisitions and purchases of supplies, in- 
spected delivered supplies for condition and proper 
quantity, inspected stored food for spoilage, and kept 
records of supplies, equipment and mess account. 

Ferris, with the 903rd, departed the United States, 
arriving in the European Theater of Operations and par- 
ticipated in campaigns and battles through Italy and 
into France. Ferris, with the 903rd, departed the Euro- 
pean Theater of Operations and returned to the United 
States. 

On March 3, 1946, at the separation center, Camp 
Fannin, Texas, he received an honorable discharge. 
Ferris had attained the rank of Staff Sergeant and re- 
ceived the following decorations and awards: the Ameri- 
can Defense Service Medal, the American Theater 
Medal, the EuropeanAfrican-Middle Eastern Theater 
Medal, the World War II Victory Medal and the Good 


_ Conduct Medal. 


Following his discharge, Ferris returned to the Man- 
celona area and went to-work for Meeder Lumber Mill 
west of town: On April 15, 1947, he married Mona Ilene 
Conway in Mancelona and in 1948 he went to work at 
Howe Leather Co. in Boyne City, where he worked until 


"1955. In 1958 he went to, work for Mills Log Cabins in 


Boyne Falls and in 1971 hired in at Michigan Maple 


Block in Petoskey where he worked until retirement in - 


Feb. 1979. Ferris enjoyed watching game shows on 
TV, playing cribbage and spending time with his fam- 
ily until he answered the final call on Oct. 21, 2005. 
He is being honored by his wife Mona, children and 
family.

Boyne Falls - “Bauble - a small, showy trinket ordeco- 
ration,” according to the Oxford English Dictionary. And 
baubles abound at Leslie Neilson and Lori Cheadle’s new 
store, “Baubles and Beads,” located at Boyne Mountain. 

Neilson and Cheadle, both long-time business women in 
Boyne City, with Cheadle being the previous owner of Stu- 
dio One, and Neilson’s bali living imports, have diversified 
from their earlier ventures, and have opened up a bead bar. 

When asked where the idea came from, both women 
point a finger at the other, but one suspects the dynamic 
pair are a match made in entrepreneurial heaven. 

“I couldn’t get it out of my head that we needed a bead 
store,” Cheadle said, and she had a vacant part of her build- 
ing - the same that houses Studio One - that she consid- 
ered using. Then she rented that space, and Neilson of- 
fered about a 50-square foot space at bali living imports. 
“Boyne to Bead” was born. 

“It blew our doors off,” Neilson said. The bead store 
was doing about a quarter of the business in Neilson’s 
retail space. Having outgrown the space, they decided to 
move operations to Boyne Mountain, and named their new 
venture “Baubles and Beads.” 

A customer can come to the store, which is located right 
next to Re Fur at the base of the mountain, and for $5 can 
take a barstool and peruse the menu there. The $5 buys 
them a place at the bar, but it also gives them the use of 
the store’s beading tools as well as unlimited advice and 
“beadtender” assistance. The bead menu includes all kinds 
of projects, with directions and photos, that a customer 
can purchase to make his or her own. 

That was an important point: beading is not just a ladies’ 
sport. Men are encouraged to find their way into Baubles 
and Beads and create a unique gift for that special some-

to Baubles and Beads for hours of creative fun. 

The beadtender has a shelf stocked with glasses - mar- 
tini (you’ll find it under “beadtini” in the menu) glasses, 
red and white wine glasses, brandy snifters and cham- 
pagne flutes - all filled with menu items. The beadtini, 
for instance, is a bracelet, and the glass comes filled with 
all the “ingredients” for making your own. 

In addition, the menu has a selection of photographs 
for items that a person could make, ranging from chal- 
lenging beadwork pieces to simple key rings. Beaders can 
get a taste of the art form without having to make the up- 
front investment in tools, findings, beads and other sup- 
plies. But if they make a couple pieces and are hooked - 
they also have a local bead supplier.

The seminar will take advantage of his skills and ex- 
perience in that area. But Wellman doesn’t paint a pic- 
ture of nothing but success. 

“I will sharétny own mistakes and failures,” he said. 
“They have taught me to persist - life always gives 
you a second chance.” 

The message of the seminars is simple: Wellman 
will outline the top 10 ways to invest in real estate 
with little or money down, and the top 10 ways to 
improve your quality of life. 

He brings a lot of enthusiasm to the subject of im- 
proving quality of life. 

“One of the best ways is date night,” he said, add- 
ing that in his interviews with successful older people, 
date night was a recurring theme.

ficulty or distress for several reasons, 
from an asthma attack, to chronic ob- 
structive pulmonary disorder, to an 
allergic reaction. The signs and 
symptoms are usually recognized by 
the victim or, in the case of a child, 
the child’s parents or caregivers. 

But respiratory depression is a sub- 
tler killer. 

Respiratory depression can be 
caused by many things: a head injury, 
swelling of the brain (as with carbon 
monoxide poisoning), or narcotic 
overdose. 

The medulla oblongata is the res- 
piratory center in the brain stem. Res- 
piratory depression occurs when 
something, such as narcotic over- 
dose, interferes with the function of 
that center. The medulla oblongata 
controls respirations by monitoring 
the arnount of carbon dioxide in the 
bloodstream. A person will breath 
faster or slower according to the lev- 
els of CO2 present. When the respi- 
tatory center is depressed. respira- 
tions become progressively shal- 
lower and slower. 

When the medulla oblongata is de- 
pressed, carbon dioxide will still 
build up, but the brain stem will no 
longer interpret the build up. because 
its neuro-receptors are blocked. This 
blockage of neuro-receptors is what 
causes narcotics to be effective in 
reducing pain, but at inappropriate 
levels, they may inhibit the normal 
function of the respiratory center. 

Medicines are prescribed with 


ingestion and-effect varies, due to 
food intake, weight and various other 
factors. But signs of respiratory de- 
pression, when they occur, are simi- 
lar, 

The first thing that happens is the 
victim will pass out or fall asleep. 
This will occur if a person has taken 
too much of many things, including 
alcohol. A danger exists for young 
people who may pass oul at a party 
where drugs are being used, in that 
other party-goers may not recognize 
this as a warning sign. 

If a person passes out at a party 
after ingesting drugs, he or she should 
be roused. A person who has over- 
dosed will be difficult to wake, or, if 
roused, may be incoherent or groggy. 
As respirations get slower and shal- 
lower, that person will he more and 
more difficult to wake, as their body 
is simply starved for oxygen. 

If a person is difficult to wake up, 
they are already in extreme trouble. 
and 9-1-1 should be called immedi- 
ately. The person's lungs are com- 
pletely functional through this pro- 
cess, and if he or she can be roused, 
their own respirations may be enough 
to restore them. However, they need 
to be kept awake. or they will lapse 
back into an inefficient breathing pat- 
tern. 

Normal respirations are regular 
and even, moderate in depth. and are 
visible. When a person is in respira- 
tory depression, the respirations be- 
come very shallow and slow, possi- 
bly with occasional gasping breaths. 


pression is present, the body contin- 
ues to build up carbon dioxide. The 
body’s normal metabolism creates a 
balance of acid and alkaline, called 
pH. Carbon dioxide causes an in- 
crease in acid production at a cellu- 
lar level, and the bloodstream be- 
comes more and more acidic. When 
the bloodstream becomes too acidic, 
a person develops respiratory acido- 
sis, affecting other muscle tissues, 
such as the kidneys and the heart. The 
kidneys filter the blood, and if it be- 
comes too acidic. they simply shut 
down. At a certain point, the heart 
stops. as electrical conductivity of the 
tissue is affected. 

Blood carries oxygen to all the 
parts of the body. Before the heart 
stops, the brain is already in some 
trouble, due to too much carbon di- 
oxide, but until arrest occurs, the 
damage ts stil] usually reversible 
Once the heart stops, no blood circu- 
lates, and the brain no longer receives 
any oxygen. The victim then has 6 - 
7 minutes before permanent brain 
damage and/or death occurs. 

Respiratory depression can easily 
be treated by simple respirations or 
the application of oxygen. but when 
the respirations have hecome criti- 
cally slow. metabolic acidosis occurs. 
Metibolic acidosis can not be cor

The breathing rate will slow down 
until it stops, 

Sometimes. when a person is com- 
pletely unconscious. and lying on his 
or her back or side. the muscles in 
the respiratory tract will relax. effee- 
tively blocking the trachea, or wind- 
Pipe. in a person's throat. The breaths 
may then be very labored as they try 
to force through the collapsed tra 
chea, and they will sound similar to 
snoring. They are not nasal. however. 
and have a stressed quality to them, 
sometimes leading people to describe 
them as “labored.” When the snor 


ing respirations occur, the patient has 
approximately 10 minutes before res- 
Piratory arrest.
